SAC Hawkins of the Houston Office advised at 6:00 p. m. , 8/11/61, 
that 12 Freedom Riders from Los Angeles had arrived in Houston at 9:55 a. m. , 
8/11/ 61, via Southern Pacific Railroad. These 12 possessed railroad tickets 
only to Houston. SP Railroad Station has no eating facilities. After visiting 
a colored attorney and visiting, the campus of Texas Southern University, 7 
of the. 12 Freedom Riders, at 11:55 a. m. , 8/11/ 61, returned to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Station and purchased the cheapest tickets for DeQuincy, La. , 
(Houston Police advised that they would not object to these colored people 
eating in the railroad station if they possessed a railroad' ticket beyond Houston). 

At 1:48 p. m. , 8/11/61, the 12 Freedom Riders from Los Angeles, 
plus four Houston Freedom Riders, went to the Union Railroad Station where 
food is served. They were refused service. The. manager requested the 
police to arrest them and the police refused. The manager-went to the 
County Courthouse, contacted the Justice of the Peace, secured warrants ^ 
for the arrest of all 16 charging them with "Unlawful Assembly" and took / 
the warrants to the police who then arrested all 16 at 3:35 p2m. , £ .8/ll/61. 

SAC Houston does not have the identity of any of the 16 arrested 
Freedom Riders. He advised that no violence took place ah$ that everything 
was handled peacefully.

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"Seven more freedom Riders, ' including one reportedly 
from Madison, Wis., were arrested in Jackson, Miss*, 
today as they arrived aboard a bus from New Orleans* 

"The Madison rider was identified as James Wahlstrom, 
24. 

"The seven were arrested as they stepped into a 
segregated waiting room in the Jackson bus terminal o 

"The group arrived shortly before noon, convened 
^outside their bus, then marched into the waiting room 
reserved for whites. 

"They stood just inside the door, apparently waiting 
to be arrested. A police officer ordered them to 
^ove on* and took them into custody when they ignored 
his order. 

"The group included five whites and two Negroes, a boy 
and a girl. The Negro girl smiled throughout the 
proceedings . . 

"Six of the riders sat in a row of waiting room chairs 
.to give officers their names while the seventh — Newell 
Weber, a gray-haired photographer — told newsmen why 
he made the trip: 

"'I believe that interstate passengers should be able 
to use all bus station facilities. I really believe 
that • . 

On June 23, 1961 the Daily Cardinal, UW, reported 

an article headlined "Freedom Rides Supported in Rally, 

March Thursday". 

The article read partially as follows: 

"Despite the threat of rain Thursday afternoon over 
150 University students and Madison residents raided 
in front of the Union, then marched to Capitol Square 
in protest of the imprisonment of 100 Freedom Riders 
in southern jails.

station restrooms...." 

On June 27, 196X the Milwaukee Journal published an 
article headlined, "Bad Treatment Told By Freedom 
Rider." The article appears in full following: 

"James Wahlstrom, a Milwaukeean who was one of the 
•freedom riders' imprisoned in Mississippi, saidfii 
an interview here Tuesday that two of his fellow 
prisoners had been dragged naked through- a concrete 
corridor after they had refused to walk to their cells. 

n *We could hear them screaming, * Wahlstrom said. 

"Wahlstrom was released from prison at Parchman, 
Miss., on a |500 bond on Saturday and flew back to 
Madison where he had been a student. 

"That was the day his father, John, 65, died of a 
heart ailment here. Young Wahlstrom talked "to a 
reporter before his father ! s funeral here Tuesday. 



"Wahlstrom said he and six other freedom riders had 
arranged to leave the prison at this time so that they 
could tell about the conditions there and the treatment 
the freedom riders had received. 

He said many of his letters from the prison had never 
been received by friends in Wisconsin, and that he 
had not received letters which had been mailed to him, 

"The Milwaukeean and other freedom riders were arrested 
at Jackson, Miss., June 6 and transferred to Parchman 
prison June 15. That, /he said, was the day two men — 
Pelix^Singer and Terry/Sullivan, both of Chicago — 
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. "were dragged down a prison corridor* 

"The story of that incident also was told Monday by 
another released freedom rider, Kennethz-shilman, _18^ 
of Oceanside, N 0 Y ; ;, and was reported by the Associated 
Press. " ' /;,, , ... 

"BAD TREATMENT DENIED 

"In Jackson, according to the Associated Press, the 
Hinds county sheriff, J« R. Gilfoy, denied any 
inhuman treatment of freedom riders. He said Singer 
and Sullivan were dragged when they had refused to 
move. 

"Wahlstrom said that the normal procedure would have 
been to carry the prisoners who would not strip and 
vaLk. to their cells. He said he believed the dragging 
was a "slipup" and that he was sure Gov. Ross Barnett • 
of Mississippi was angry when he heard about it. 

"The governor, Wahlstrom said, undoubtedly had 
instructed state officials not to use Violence In 
handling the freedom riders. He said the governor 
wanted to keep *a semblance of law and order* so that 
the public spotlight would not be on Mississippi and 
little attention would be paid to what happened to 
the freedom riders after they were arrested. 

"Their cases,, he said, could drag on in Mississippi courts 
for years. Wahlstrom, 24, of 2623 W. Grant Blvd., 
was to have served a term of 127 days on a charge 
of breach of the peace. 

"He was on a hunger strike for 12 days, but he said he 
stopped it because there was no publicity about it 
and that the only purpose of the strike had been to 
draw the public attention to the situation in Mississippi* 

"Wahlstrom said he and other freedom riders were in the 
maximum security section of the prison in small cells, 
about 10 by 5 feet, occupied by two men each. 
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"The prisoners, he said, were not allowed books and got 
no exercise. They left the cells Just twice a week' 
to take showers . He also said lights were left on 
in the halls night and day, and that the men were clad 
only in underwear. 

"Wahlstrom said they were cold much of the time. He 
said they had only sheets on their bunks and that air 
conditioning was left on at night. 

"Women freedom riders, he noted, also had been 
imprisoned, but he said he did not know under l^hat 
conditions they livedo 

"He said conditions in Jackson had been considerably 
better than they were at Parchman. 

"Electric shockers, of the type used on livestock, were 
used on Singer and Sullivan, Wahlstrom said* 

"AT've heard they were also used at Auschwitz (the notori- 
ous Nazi concentration camp),' Wahlstrom said.. 

"BLOODSHED IS CITED 

"He also observed that *the American people apparently 
rise to moral fury only. when they see bloodshed, when 
they see something like the Wisconsin kid who was beaten* 1 
Newspapers carried a picture of James Zwerg, an Appleton 
freedom rider, who was splattered with blood after he 
was beaten by a mob in Montgomery, Ala,, in May. 

"But, Wahlstrom said, apparently the American people 
were willing to tolerate people going to prison on 
sentences i?hich he described as travesties of justice. 

"'If this is the case,' Wahlstrom said, *then I'm 
afraid civil rights and democracy really don't exist 
. in America.' 

"He said that if a public beating were required to 
move Americans to sympathy, then one could expect 
the policies of Barnett, 9 an ignorant governor in 
Mississippi, 1 to. succeed. 1 .' 

The article carried a picture of jaimes Wahlstrom 0 
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On June 30, 1961 the Milxvaukee Journal reported in an 
article headlined. "Links 1 Rider!, Red Session," 
that the head of the Mississippi Highway Patrol, 
T*B, Birdsong told a newspaper conference the 
preceding Thursday that a Milwaukee freedom rider 
had attended 'a Cuba meeting dominated by Communists 
identifying the rider as James R. Wahlstrom, 24 of 
2623 W, Grant Blvd.., a former UW student in Madison, 
Wahlstrom, the Journal said, had returned to Madison 
after attending the funeral of his father John M* 
Wahlstrom, 

The article reported that Birdsong, Jactaon, 
Mississippi, told the conference that Wahlstrom 
had participated in February in a Soviet -directed 
seminar in Cuba designed to teach students the 
tactics of the sit.-in, walk-in, kneel-in, and 
freedom ride* The article added that the Associated 
J>3?ess quoted Birdsong as saying the Freedom Riders 
were "Communist backed, pawns in the hands of 
Communist powers that be".

The Journal reported further that "'at Madison 
Wahlstrom told the iSP Thursday night that he 
went to Cuba last Christmas with other UW students 
who were members of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee, 

"*But as far as I know I never talked with a single 
Russian during my entire Cuban visit, 1 WaMstrom 
said"* » Certainly there was no Soviet Seminar for 
Freedom Riders ' " 

On July 3, 1961 the Milwaukee Sentinel, Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, carried an article headlined, "Denies 
*Rider' Red Link Statement," The following quotation 
was taken from that article: 

"The head of the Mississippi State Highway Patrol 
denied Sunday he made a statement to the press about 
James Wahlstrom, 24, a Freedom Rider from Milwaukee, 
who is now out on bail, 

"The official brigadier ■ general TJB* Birdsong was 
quoted in press service accounts .as saying 
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1'Wahlstrom e0 oo attended a Communist -directed seminal' 
in Cuba to learn anti-Segregation tactics, 

"Wahlstrom . . , . denied the charge ♦ • « o 

"Birdsong said f it was stated by someone other than 
myself that Wahlstrom was one of the two arrested 
freedom riders who attended the Cuban seminar 4 „ <•» •

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PAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE (FPCC) 



The April 6; i960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full page . advertisement captioned, 
"What Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the 
FPCCo This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City, listed various sponsors 
of the Committee and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to 
neutralize the distorted American press on Cuban 
affairs . 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the 
United States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee 
on January 10, 1961, Dr. CHARLES A„ SANTOS-BUCH 
identified himself as one of the organizers of the 
FPCC, Also, Dr„ SANTOS-BUCH identified ROBERT TABER 
as a co-organizer of the FPCC and said TABER drafted 
the aforementioned FPCC advertisement <, Dr» SANTOS-BUCH 
further testified that he and TABER obtained $3*500 
from the Cuban Government through the son of, Cuba's 
Foreign Minister, which funds, along with about 
$1,100 collected from supporters of the FPCC, paid 
for the cost of aforementioned advertisement in 
"The New York Times "» 

On October 3, i960, a source advised that the Socialist 
Workers Party (SWP) in New York had become active in the . 
FPCC, and that SWP members, in a recent FPCC election, 
had been able to remove several Communist Party 
members who were on the Executive Board of the FPCC 
and gain control of the organization. This source 
asserted that the SWP members believed that they 
had achieved a great influence in the course of 
the Cuban revolution through their control of the FPCC, 

On February 10, 1961, a second source advised that 
PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary and member 
of , the National Committee, CP, USA, had reportedly 
stated recently that the FPCC had been captured by the 
Trotskyites, but that the CP had not given up in the FPCC* 

The SWP and the CP, USA, have been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10*1-50 • 
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Re New Orleans teletype to Bureau , St, Louis and 
Little Rock, 7/9/61 entitled "FREEBUS; CR; RACIAL MATTERS*
